REMARKS 

Reconsideration of this Application is respectfully requested. 

Applicants note with thanks the Examiner's entry of the Amendment filed on August 3, 
2004. Following entry of that Amendment, claims 9 and 12-16 are pending in the application. 
Applicants further note with thanks the Examiner's indication that claims 12-16 are allowable. 
Applicants also thank the Examiner for withdrawal of the rejection of claim 9 imder 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(b) as being anticipated by Hsiao, et al. 

Claim Rejections 

The Examiner has rejected claim 9 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as anticipated by Nakanishi, 
etal (U.S. Pat. No. 4,657,860). Applicants respectfully traverse. For a reference to anticipate a 
claim, the reference must include, either expressly or inherently, all of the limitations of the- 
claim. See Verdegaal Bros. v. Union Oil Co. of California, 814 F.2dd 628, 631, 2 USPQ2d 
1051, 1053 (Fed. Cir. 1987). "The identical invention must be shown in as complete detail as is 
contained in the . . . claim." Richardson v. Suzuki Motor Co., 868 F.2d 1226, 1236, 9 USPQ2d 
1913, 1920 (Fed. Cir. 1989), quoted in M.P.E.P. § 2131. 

Nakanishi, et al. does not report an invention identical to that of claim 9. Claim 9 claims, 
"An isolated Corynebacterium strain, wherein said strain produces at least about 10 g/1 of L- 
lysine in 24 hours when grown in a bacterial culture medium containing at least about 1% 
raffinate." 

The Office Action cites Nakanishi's report of L-lysine production in Example 2 and Table 

2. Neither Example 2 nor Table 2 of Nakanishi, et al reports a Corynebacterium strain that 

produces at least about 10 grams per liter of L-lysine in 24 hours when grown in a bacterial 
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culture medium containing at least 1% raffmate. To the contrary, although the strain reported in 
Example 2 was initially inoculated in a seed medium for 24 hours, the L-lysine production values 
reported in Table 2 followed culture of the bacteria, with stirring, at 30° C for 3 days. The 
reported process in Example 2 and values in Table 2 therefore give no indication of the amount 
of L-lysine reportedly produced by the strain of Nakanishi, et al in a 24-hour period. Nakanishi, 
et al does not anticipate claim 9 of the instant application because it does not teach the elements 
of claim 9. Although Nakanishi, et al does indicate use of a 24-hour period for inoculation, there 
are no reported results for L-lysine fermentation production in that 24-hour inoculation period. 
The rejection of claim 9 based on 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) should therefore be removed and the claim 
allowed. 

The Examiner has also rejected claim 9 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
overHsiao, .er a/, in view of Nakanishi, The Office Action acknowledges "Hsiao's • 
Corynebacterium strain does not appear to produce at least 10 grams of L-lysine in 24 hours," but 
states that a ''Corynebacterium strain which produced as high as about 34 to 36 grams per liters 
of L-lysine in 24 hours was already known in the art at the time of the invention." Nakanishi, et 
al is cited for this proposition. However, as established in discussion of the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(b), Nakanishi does not stand for the cited proposition. Therefore, applicants submit 
that the Office Action has not set forth a prima facie case of obviousness as is required for a 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). Applicants therefore respectfully submit that the rejection of 
claim 9 as being unpatentable over Hsiao, et al in view of Nakanishi, et al should be withdrawn 
and the claim allowed.
